U.S.  Grade  Shield— Where  To  Find  It: 

The  U.S.  grade  shield  is  usually  found 
on  the  main  panel  of  the  butter  package, 
but  may  be  shown  on  the  side  or  end 
panels. 

Grade  Designations— What  They  Mean: 

The  grade  designations  U.S.  Grade 
AA  and  U.S.  Grade  A  are  quality  ratings 
most  often  seen  on  butter  cartons  in  re- 
tail stores.  U.S.  Grade  B  butter,  how- 
ever, may  be  found  in  certain  areas. 

Here  is  what  the  various  grades  rep- 
resent to  the  purchaser : 
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BUTTER  OF  THIS  U.  S.  GRADE  POSSESSES: 

•  Fine,  highly  pleasing  aroma,  with  a  delicate,  sweet  flavor. 

•  Smooth  creamy  texture  with  good  spreadability. 

•  Salt  completely  dissolved,  thoroughly  distributed  and  blended  in  just 
the  right  amount  to  enhance  its  savory  qualities. 

•  U.  S.  Grade  AA  butter  is  made  from  high  quality  fresh  sweet  cream — 
the  kind  you  serve  with  your  meals. 

THIS  GRADE  IS  ALMOST  AS  GOOD  AS 
U.  S.  GRADE  A  A 

it,  too,  is  made  from  fresh  cream  and  possesses  a  pleasing  flavor,  and 
measures  high  on  other  quality  factors  as  well.  Although  it  rates  second 
to  the  top  grade,  U.  S.  Grade  A  will  please  discriminating  consumers. 

THIS  GRADE  IS  READILY  ACCEPTABLE 

Butter  of  this  grade  is  generally  manufactured  from  selected  sour 
cream  and  is  readily  acceptable  to  many  consumers  though  it  lacks  the 
fine  fresh  flavor  of  the  two  top  grades. 


Quality  Assurance 

The  Federal  grade  shield  on  con- 
sumer packages  is  your  assurance  that 
the  butter  has  been  tested  for  you  by  an 
experienced  Government  butter  grader. 

The  U.S.  grade  designation  on  the 
label  aids  the  consumer  in  obtaining  the 
quality  of  butter  she  wants  and  for 
which  she  pays. 

An  added  quality  assurance  is  pro- 
vided through  the  Government  plant 
inspection  program  and  quality  control 
tests  of  the  butter. 

The  grade  shield  helps  create  and 
maintain  confidence  and  goodwill  in  a 
brand  name — it  serves  as  a  double 
guarantee. 
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Sanitary  Packaging 


All  butter  bearing  the  U.S.  grade 
shield  is  packaged  by  modern  automatic 
machines,  in  a  plant  approved  by  the 
Government. 

The  packaging  room,  equipment,  and 
facilities  are  maintained  in  a  sanitary 
manner.  The  entire  packaging  opera- 
tion is  conducted  under  Government 
supervision. 

Reaching  Out 

Consumer  demand  for  uniform  de- 
pendable quality  butter,  packaged  with 
the  U.S.  grade  shield  is  showing  steady 
and  substantial  growth.  Approximately 
500  brands  now  carry  the  U.S.  grade 
shield.  This  Government-graded  butter 
is  being  merchandised  in  all  major  con- 
suming centers  of  the  country. 


Protecting  Butter  Quality 

To  protect  its  delicate  flavor,  keep 
butter  in  the  household  refrigerator. 

Because  of  its  sensitivity  to  strong 
flavored  foods  butter  should  be  held  in 
its  original  protective  wrapping  until 
ready  for  use. 

For  ready  spreadability,  keep  butter 
in  tempering  compartment  of  refrigera- 
tor, but  not  more  than  a  few  days' 
supply.  Butter  not  intended  for  im- 
mediate use  should  be  kept  in  the 
freezer  compartment  of  the  refrigerator. 


Fine  butter,  with  its  unique  sweet  cream 
flavor,  enhances  the  savory  goodness  of  other 
foods.
